Mr. Peele was notified by Town 
Counsel Barrett that ho must construct 
ceeeppols for each of his seven houses on 
Ashland Avenue, and also take steps to 
Immediately abate the nuisance com¬ 
plained of. |Ir. Peele denied that the 
existing cesspools were a nuisance. He 
said that Joneph A. Peloubet was the 
oi^y one who complained about them. 
Mr. Peloubet's complaint, according to 
Mr. Peele, Is of long standing and ante¬ 
dates the construction of the cesspools. 
Mr. Peele alleges that when he had the 
pipe laid leading to the cesspools nine 
years, ago before a drop of sewage was 
run into it, Mr. Peloubet blocked it with 
debris, and had declared his intention 
of worrying Mr. Peele as long as the 
cesspools were used. A diagram of 
the arrangement of the cesspools was 
shown to the Board snd the method of 
chemically treating the contents ex¬ 
plained. A bottle filled with liquid 
taken from one of the oesspools was 
placed on exhibition. It appears that 
Mr. Peele pumps this liquid out on his 
pasture lot, where it serves the purpose 
of a fertilizer. The solid routtor he has 
put into a hole and buried. 

Mr. Biout disputed Mr. Poele’s state¬ 
ment that only one person had com¬ 
plained of the cesspools. He also 
asserted that the solid matter was not 
projxnlj taken rare of.

THE BELL TOWER$ 

Tbs Truck Coiyauy Want tbs Ttvi 
. Committee te Take Care ef It* 

Will the members of Essex Hook and 
Ladder Company No. 1, order the* Town¬ 
ship Committee to remove from the bell 
tower the machinery and other appliance 
for operation the Gamewall fire-alarm 
system? That such a course to possible 
was Intimated at the Township Oom-> 
mlttee meeting on Monday, ln case the 
Committee declines to assume responsi¬ 
bility for damage resulting from the 
probable fall of the towdr. 

The possibility of such action Is based 
on the assumption that the members of 
the company are sole owners of the 
tower and the bell auspendsd In it. The 
town authorities have taken liberties 
with the property without any legal 
right to do so. They have weighted the 
tower with heavy machinery without 
the consent of or agreement with the 
company. At present the tower to said 
to be ln bad condition, and baa been 
condemned as dangerous. The members 
of the company are well aware of that 
fact and they admit that the responsi¬ 
bility rests on them. Two courses are 
open to them either to order the fire- 
alarm machinery taken out or to trans¬ 
fer their right, title and Interest In the 
property to the Town Committee without 
compensation. ' 

The methods by which ths various 
fire companies obtain funds with which 
they acquire property leads many people 
to believe that the public has a moral 
equity in the property, sad they regard 
It as a breach of confidence on the part 
of the firemen In claiming exclusive 
ownership of It. The question was 
agitated several months ago when Active 
Hose Company No. 9 offered to sell a 
hose carriage to the town. The monay 
with which tha oompany purchased the 
carriage waa raised by means of a fair 
freely and liberally patronized by the 
public. In view of this fact it was con¬ 
tended by members of ths Township 
Committee that the company did not 
have a moral right to •dispose of the 
carriage by sale, and that If justice was 
followed the proper thing would be to 
use the carriage in the public service. 
It was also maintained that to purchase 
property of any kind from the fire com¬ 
panies would establish a daugeroua pre¬ 
cedent. It to very clear that if the Com¬ 
mittee had purchased the carriage Essex 
Truck Company would be equally en¬ 
titled to receive;;compensation for the 
bell and tower, and Ph^nlx could with 
equal propriety sell Its house to the 
town. Some of ths members of ths 
present Township Committee do not re¬ 
gard the members of the Fire Depart¬ 
ment as gushing over with the sentiment 
of “pro bono publico.” They are inclined 
to the opinion that if any company 
possesses anything the town needs that 
company expects the town to pay for 
it. No exception Is ma le In the case of 
Essex Truck Company. If Essex Truck 

Company carries out the contemplated 
threat of peremptorily ordering the fire- 
alarm apparatus taken from the tower 
It will probably be an Important step 
in the solution of the question of ths 
firemen's moral right to dispose of their 
possessions.; It Is claimed that the 
public has been amply compensated for 
Its patronage of fairs and occasional 
contribbtions in the service rendered by 
th» firemen.
